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PROJECT DESCRIPTION: 
 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles – Calvary Cemetery, proposes to discharge treated groundwater 
during rehabilitation and pumping test of an existing groundwater well.  The well rehabilitation will 
involve injection of muriatic acid and glycolic acid into the well casing.  The well casing will be 
swabbed to open up the well perforations.  The groundwater will be pumped into sedimentation 
tanks.  If needed, dechlorination, neutralization, and blending of water will be performed to meet 
the effluent limitations. 
 
VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE:  
 
Up to 0.9 million gallons per day of groundwater will be discharged during the well 
redevelopment and pumping test.  Groundwater will be discharged into a storm drain at Whittier 
Boulevard (Latitude:  34o 01’ 00”, Longitude: 118o 10’ 00”).  The discharge flows to Los Angeles 
River, a water of the United States  
 
FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE: 
 
The discharge will be intermittent. The discharge will begin during the month of April 2001 and 
will last until the end of June 2001. 
 
REUSE OF WATER: 
 
There is no feasible reuse options for the water.  Therefore, the extracted groundwater will be 
discharged to the storm drain.
